2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant cancelled claims 33-37 and 40 rendering the rejection of these claims 

moot. 

Claims 2-32, 38, and 39 were allowed in the previous Office Action. 

As to claims 2-32, the prior art of record does not teach a method for determining 
the blood level concentration of an agent based on concentration of the agent in a 
sample of expired breath, wherein the agent is administered into a patient's 
bloodstream and selected from the group consisting of anesthetics, analgesics, muscle 
relaxants, sedatives, or anxiolytics. 

As to claim 38, the prior art of record does not teach an apparatus for 
administering intravenous anesthesia, comprising the combination of an intravenous 
delivery means for controllably intravenously delivering said at least one intravenous 
anesthetic agent to the patent, and a breath analyzer for analyzing the patient's breath 
for concentration at least one substance indicative of the anesthetic agent in the 
patient's bloodstream and providing a signal to indicate the anesthetic agent 
concentration delivered to the patient. 

As to claim 39, the prior art of record does not teach a method for monitoring 
perflubron levels in an anemic patient comprising: calculating the blood concentration of 
perflubron based on the concentration of perflubron in a sample of a patient's breath.
